RURAL  LIBRARIES. 

We  now  have  one  hundred  and  fifty  libraries  in  the 
county,  one  in  every  school  both  white  and  colored,  and  two 
hundred  and  forty-six  supplements  have  been  placed  in 
(these.  It  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  see  how  ex- 
pensively these  books  are  being  read  by  both  parents  and 
pupils.  I  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  sin- 
cere and  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  friends  of  education  who 
have  so  greatly  aided  us  in  this  work.  Without  this  aid 
many  of  the  libraries  which  have  gone  into  the  schools  of  the 
county  would  not  have  been  established.  Wilkes  County,  by 
the  way,  has  more  original  and  more  supplementary  libraries 
than  any  other  county  in  the  State. 

In  addition  to  these  we  have  placed  twenty  second  original 
libraries  as  allowed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1915.  We 
have  all  the  libraries  both  original  and  suppemeutary  to 
which  our  county  is  entitled  under  the  law  and  have  on  hand 
a  number  of  applications  waiting  for  the  State  aid  to  become 
available  in  December  1920.    • 

As  the  school  law  limits  the  number  of  original  libraries 
which  may  go  into  any  county  to  six  during  each  biennial 
period,  perhaps  it  is  as  well  to  explain  why  our  county  has 
been  enabled  to  place  so  many  of  these.  There  is  a  provision 
in  the  law  which  allows  any  county  in  the  State  having  ap- 
plications on  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education  at  the  close  .of  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  biennial 
period  to  secure  those  libraries  which  may  not  have  been 
taken  by  other  counties,  hence  Wilkes  has  been  enabled  to 
place  one  hundred  and  fifty  original  libraries  instead  of 
sixty  to  which  she  was  entitled  under  the  law— ninety  of 
these  having  been  forfeited  by  other  coutnies.     She  has  plac- 
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cd  also  one     hundred  and     ninety-two     supplements    to     her 

schools  forfeited  in  like  manner.  This,  I  take  it,  is  one  of 
the  most  unmistakable  signs  of  progress  along  the  lines  of 
educational  development,  and  one  of  the  strongest  indications 
that  our  people  are  becoming  vitally  interested  in  the  success 
and  welfare  of  their  children,  they  are  becoming  rapidly 
alive  to  the  vast  importance  of  placing  the  world's  best  lit' 
erature  in  their  hands.  The  child  who  has  access  to  a  well 
selected  library  has  a  decided  advantage  over  one  less  favor- 
ably situated.  This  thing  of  libraries  for  the  public  school 
is  vastly  more  important  than  many  of  us,  with  more  books 
than  we  can  read,  realize.  Probably  we  do  not  stop  1()  think 
that  there  are  hundred'-,  of  pupils  who  hunger  and  thirst  af- 
ter good  reading,  win*  idle  away  the  long  winter  evenings 
longing  for  something  to  read,  but  without  the  opportunity 
to  satisfy  that  longing.  It  is  for  these  children  that  books 
are  necessary,  books  to  feed  their  starving  minds,  books  to 
incite  them  to  intelh  ctual  growth,  books  to  make  them  think- 
ing men  and  women.

The  commencement  for  the  first  group  was  held  ;;'  Mil- 
lers Creek  on  Apr:!  19th,  that  tor  the  second  group  tt  Moun- 
tain View  On  A.prij  26th,  that  for  the  third  group  at  Wilkes* 
oro  on  May  3rd.  that  for  the  fourth  group  at  Konda  on 
May  17th.  The  commencement  for  the  colored  was  held  at 
"Wilkesboro  on  May  9th.  Without  an  exception  these  were 
well  attended  and  each  was  a  success  beyond  the  most  san- 
guine expectations  of  its  promoters.  Contests  in  reciting  and 
spelling  were  held  and  medals  were  awarded  to  the  winners. 
On  these  days  teachers,  school  committeemen  and  those  in- 
terested in  public  education  gathered  from  all  parts  of  the 
county  and  witnessed  the  graduating  exercises  of  the  class  of 
1919,  110  strong  from  the  common  schools.     Each  graduate 
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was  presented  with  a  diploma  certifying  that  the  holder  had 
completed  the  common  school  course.  These  were  indeed  gala 
days  for  the  people  of  Wilkes  County  and  were  in  keeping 
with  the  educational  development  of  the  past  few  years.  To 
my  mind  this  is  the  most  forward  movement  of  our  people 
along  educational  lines  yet  undertaken.  The  County  Com- 
mencement will  become  a  permanent  feature  in  the  educa- 
tional work  of  the  county  and  no  doubt  will  be  instrumental 
in  inspiring  many  of  our  boys  and  girls  to  remain  in  school 
who  would  otherwise  drop  out  in  the  lower  grades.  No  doubt 
a  number  of  these  will  go  through  the  County  High  School 
thus  securing  the  diploma  given  on  the  completion  of  the 
eleventh  grade,  while  some  of  these  will  go  on  to  college  and 
complete  their  education.

THE  WORK  OF  TEE  YEAR. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  a  successful  one.  The  en- 
rollment and  attendance  have  really  been  phenomenal  when 
we  consider  the  percentage  enrolled  and  in  attendance  in  the 
country  as  a  whole.  In  the  increase  in  the  valuation  of  school 
property,  in  the  number  of  painted  schoolhouses  and  in  many 
activities  the  progress  has  been  truly  gratifying, 

During  the  year  we  have  increased  the  number  of  our  sup- 
plementary libraries.  We  inere&sed  the  number  of  houses 
with  bells,  a  number  of  buildings  have  been  erected  while 
others  have  been  repaired. 

Our  county  high  schools  at  Wijkes&or©  and  Ronda  have 
done  good  work  thi§  year.    These  sefceete  give  free  tuition  to 
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all  public  school  teachers  and  to  those  above  the  seventh 
grade.  The  school  at  Ronda  has  a  course  of  study  covering 
two  years  while  the  school  at  Wilkesboro  covers  a  period  of 
four,  preparing  the  student  to  enter  college. 

A  well  equipped  dormitory  is  in  operation  at  Wilkcsboro 
where  good  board  is  furnished  as  cheaply  as  possible.  At 
Ronda  good  board  may  be  obtained  in  private  families  at 
reasonable  prices  while  cottages  are  rented  to  those  who  wish 
to  board  themselves.  There  are  two  other  schools  in  the  coun- 
ty which  prepare  students  for  college;  North  Wilkesboro 
Graded  School  and  Mountain  View  Institute.  At  the  latter 
place  two  excellent  dormitories  are  in  operation,  one  for  the 
girls  and  one  for  the  boys.  Board  here  is  given  on  the  co- 
Operative  [dan  or  at  actual  cost. 

By  means  of  circular  letters,  correspondence,  the  local 
press,  the  telephone,  through  visits  and  personal  interviews 
I  have  endeavored  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  work  this 
year. 

Certificates  of  Merit  were  given  to  752  children  in  the 
public  schools  that  had  not  been  absent  during  the  term. 
This  feature  has  done  more,  perhaps,  than  any  other  one 
thing  to  encourage  attendance  in  the  schools.  It  has  become 
a  permanent  feature  of  the  work  here  in  the  comity. 

Awards  of  honor  were  again  given  to  those  who  had  been 
perfect  in  spelling  and  two  hundred  and  forty-four  children 
were  present  at  the  county  commencement  to  receive  these. 

An  interesting  teal  ore  of  the  commencement  exercises 
was  the  award  of  gold  medals  to  twelve  children  who  had  at- 
tended school  every  day  for  seven  years. 

A  colored  commencement  was  held  at  Wilkesboro  on 
May  9th  and  was  largely  attended  by  the  colored  people  from 
all  sections  of  the  comity.  Five  diplomas  of  graduation  were 
issued,  ninety  certificates  of  merit  were  given  for  perfect 
attendance,  twenty-six  awards  of  honor  were  presented  for 
perfect  spelling  during  the  term  and  eight  library  certificates 
were  given.  The  library  certificate  plan  was  continued  this 
year.     To  every  pupil  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county  who 
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had  read  no  less  than  fifty  books  from  the  library  during  the 
year  was  awarded  a  library  eertifilate.  Forty-two  certifi- 
cates were  given  this  year.  This  lias  also  become  a  permanent 
feature  of  the  educational  work  of  the  county. 

A  very  interesting  feature  of  the  work  this  year  was  the 
series  of  preliminary  contests  in  the  various  schools  for  the 
purpose  of  selecting  two  pupils  to  represent  the  district  in 
the  township  contest.  These  preliminary  contests  were  held 
on  Friday  afternoon.  March  21st,  when  two  pupils  were  chos- 
en both  in  spelling  and  in  reciting  and  declaiming  to  take 
part  in  the  township  contest  on  March  29th.  At  this  time  two 
contestants  were  chosen  in  both  spelling,  reciting  and  de- 
claiming to  represent  the  township  at  the  group  county  com- 
mencements. The  winners  in  the  commencement  contests  had 
the  distinction  of  being  the  successful  ones  in  three  successive 
contests. 

Hundreds  of  debates,  spelling  matches,  entertainments 
and  parents'  meetings  were  held  during  the  year.  School 
fairs  were  held  in  some  districts.  The  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture at  its  semi-annual  meeting  in  June  of  last  year,  and 
also  its  meeting  in  December  made  an  appropriation  for  the 
purpose  of  encouraging  the  holding  of  these  fairs. 

The  Honor  Roll  for  teachers  and  the  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence for  schools  which  have  again  been  in  operation  this 
year  has  each  been  productive  of  most  excellent  results,  stim- 
ulating the  work  in  many  ways. 

We  conducted  this  year  an  Educational  Department  in 
the  local  papers  where  die  teachers  had  the  opportunity  to 
exchange  ideas,  views  and  plans  of  work,  where  they  might 
'tell  of  the  activities  of  their  respective  schools  and  thus  ac- 
quaint each  other  and  the  public  generally  with  what  was 
being  done  under  their  supervision.  Several  teachers  took 
| ^advantage  of  this  and  we  feel  that  the  work  was  materially 
benefitted. 

Comparative    charts    showing   the    progress    in    education 

and  the  conditions  in  each  township  along  educational  lines 

■were  placed  upon  the. walls  of  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
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ucation  and  exhibited  at  the  meetings  of  the  Teachers '  Asso- 
ciation. An  outline  township  map  of  the  county  was  also  dis- 
played in  the  same  manner  showing  by  various  colors  the 
percentage  of  enrollment  and  average  daily  attendance  in 
each.  This  has  been  helpful  in  inciting  a  healthy  rivalry  be- 
tween the  several  townships. 

We  again  adopted  the  method  introduced  in  the  schools 
last  year  of  giving  certificates  for  perfect  monthly  atten- 
dance. Tlris,  for  obvious  reasons,  has  helped  the  daily  aver- 
age attendance  in  many  schools. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation 
of  the  assistance  and  cordial  co-operation  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  the  clergy,  the  bar,  the  press,  the 
school  committee,  the  teachers  and  friends  of  education  all 
over  the  county  who  have  given  to  me  and  to  the  cause  of 
education  their  most  loyal  support.
